cau sed great dam age to the wheat in 
sev eral parts of the cou nty.

began to a ppe a r early in the season 
and the fields which were sown early 
were badly dam aged and many of 
them 
weie 
'resown.

wheat which wa* sown late has not 
yet been damaged, and it i* thou ght 
v ery little of thi* will be ju ju re d by 
the lly u nless the fly appear* again 
in the spring, which m any of the f a r ­ 
mers fear.

lug of Saturday , Dec. 3. will be held 
in a large room of the Hotel Seelbach 
Invitations to this conference have 
been ex tended not only to the gov 
ernors of the various states, but to 
the governors elect. 
This will be the first conference of 
sta te ex ecutives held outside of Wash 
ington. 
It meets in Kentucky in hou 
or of Governor Augustus E. Willson 
chairman of the ex ecutive committee, j 
and hence virtual head of the body 
It is designed to hold future meetings 
a t other state capitals, taking them in 
rotation, somewhat as the old fash­ 
ioned country schoolteacher boarded 
around or the circuit courts traveled 
from one county seat to another Thus 
the house of governors will be a pro 
gressive body , at least In the sense that 
a certain kind of euchre is called pro­ 
gressive. 


Governors Elect to Attend. 
There 
are 
forty -six 
governors 
of 
sta tes and 
in 
the neighborhood 
of 
twenty governors elect who do not now 
hold the office, making a possible mem­ 
bership of more than six ty . Nearly nil 
have indicated their intention to be 
present. It will be a mighty gathering, 
not so much for numbers as for the 
overpowering greatness there a ssem­ 
bled. A governor is a big noise pi this 
land of the free. 
Then think of the 
crash of sound when six ty of them are 
gathered together! 
To entertain all that congregated im­ 
portance will strain even the hospitali­ 
ties of Kentucky . Probably if the Blue 
Grass State had her way the confer­ 
ence would be one round of banquets, 
balls, junkets and receptions. It would 
be a gala day for the Kentucky colo­ 
nels, and Henry Watterson would be 
in his element. But I am informed on 
the very best of authority that this Is 
to be a meeting for business and not 
for festivities. 
Perhaps the honorable governors wil! 
not frown on ail the hospitalities ex ­ 
tended them, but for the most part they 
will forswear the allurements of Ken 
lucky belles, evade the enticements of 
the celebrated mint julep and devote 
themselves sternly to reading and lis­ 
tening to long winded papers by their 
own 
members.

If the coming conference carries out 
this program of renunciation it will 
confound the Washington Post, which 
once remarked that the house of gov­ 
ernors could do little harm, since its 
functions would be largely social.

The bou ndary matter is the biggest 
thing yet disposed of by the conven­ 
tion. 
It is a matter which New Mex­ 
ico cannot settle and which the consti­ 
tu tion cannot settle, bu t the New Mex­ 
icans are going to stand pat anil mak e 
the fight.

So far as the records show the con­ 
gress of the United States settled at 
one time u pon the one hu ndred and 
third meridian as the bou ndary be­ 
tween Texas and New Mexico, and the 
records fu rther show that tlie Texas 
legislatu re officially confirmed this and 
that the United States paid the state 
of Texas $10,000.000 to relinq u ish all 
claim of any territory west of the 
one hu ndred and third meridian. 
At 
that time Texas claim d most of New 
Mexico and a considerable part of Colo­ 
rado. territory that bad been ceded to 
Texas by Mexico when Texas won her 
independence and established herself 
as a repu blic. 


Surv e y Ca i’e d Wrong. 
The present trou ble arose over the 
Clark su rvey, which placed the meri­ 
dian where the present bou ndary line 
between New Mexico and Texas is 
shown on all the maps. This wits pop­ 
u larly recognized as tlie bou ndary, bu t 
it was never officially so declared by 
congress, and therefore, according to 
the New Mexicans, it is not legal. All 
the official evidence there is as to the 
bou ndary, they declare, is that it is 
fixed at the one hu ndred and third 
meridian. 
In attempting to draw the line for

meridian Clark , 
they contend, 
started In the wrong place and, owing 
to a defective k nowledge of conditions

i Texas to retain the (500.000 acres of 
j land in the dispu ted zone if Texas 
wou ld relinq u ish El Paso cou nty to 
New Mexico. 
Blit recently the New 
Mexicans thou ght they ou ght to have 
compensation for the taxes and license 
fees which Texas has been collecting 
from the people in the dispu ted strip.
